Cranston opined that the 
incidents as described by Ander- 
son “constitute extortion in viola- 
tion of federal criminal law.”

Taxation Without representation is a clear violation of the 
constitutlonal rights of all American citizens. Yet, non-Eng- 
lish-speaking citizens in San' Francisco have been, for dec- 
ades, denied equal access to the ballot box. 

It is no surprise that in a city where Chinese-Americans ac- 
count for ten per cent of the clity's Population that there is 
a total lack of Chinese representation on the many San 
Francisco commlssions，boards，and agencies. San Eran- 
cisco's elected officials know only too well that they can 
afford to lgnore the Chinese-American community and get 
away With it becatuse many of us have been- prevented and

Priation of public funds. It not only served no Purpose 
Whatever lin reaching those citizens who are Supposed to 
benefit fom the Voting Rights Act,， but served to helghten 
the hostility of many English-speaking citizens towards San 
Francisco's language-minority citiZens. - 

Our community，along with other “language minorities， 
has no _ choice but to seek legal remedies to compel the City 
and County of San Francisco to comply with all multi- 
lingual provisions of the Act. The 1975 November election 
WwWill determine the Clty's Priorlities，policies，and direction 
for the next four years.

on the grounds of“doubtful loyal- 
ty.”JIn 1937，the Supreme Court 
unanimously ruled the dismissal to 
be illegal and Service was reinstated .

Nonetheless，the disproportion- 
ate ratio does not mean that a law 
School graduate will necessarily be 
financially rewarded. First，the 
number of well-paying jobs is 
quite limited in the legal profes- 
sion，Second，Asians who need 
legal services the most may not be 


able to afford them. However， 
those wHo are truly dedicated to 
serVice to people will find a pro- 
fessionally challenging and reward- 
ing career in law, said Yee. 


With a view towards improving 
the representation of Asians in the 
legal brofession, many law schools 
in _ California have established Le- 
gal 也 qucational Opportunity Pro- 
grams IDLBEOPs) to recruit and as- 
sist minority candidates. Such af- 
firmative action brograms Have 
come Under attack as aresult of a 
backlash in times of economic cri- 
Sis,，fierce_ competition for choice 
positions,，and latent racism. They 
are facing court challenges from 
without and within the_ schools 
themselves.Eor instance, the Boalt 
Hall (UC Berkeley) faculty has 
recommended that Chinese and 
Japanese be eliminated from the 
affirmative action program there.

The last major impression of this overall bilingualism topic is the 
large number of students and small numpber of administrators eVery- 
Where the delegation visited. For example，ChungzEou has a popula- 
tion of 700,000，abeut the same Size as San Francisco?s Its student 
population is 170,000; San Francisco's is 68.000. The aVetage elass 
Size we Visited was 45; in the United States, it is about 30. Shanghais 
educational administrative bureaucracy was reported to numbar about 
100 persons. San Erancisco，with a population about 1/17 世 that of 
Shanghai'xs，has a _ central educational bureaucracy of about 200 per- 
Sons. The PRC seems to Know well the dictum 们 om organizational 
belravior that one should not attempt to do all the administering by 
himself or herself，but that he or she should ensure that delegates are 
responsible to their constituents. Article 11 of China's recently adopt- 
ed Constitution seems to reflect this discussion well: “了 very Organ Of 
state must apply the Principle of efficient and simple administration. 
Its leading body must be a three-in-one combination of the old, the 


middlje-aged and the young.2 


Conmclusion: This article has gone through some length in discussing 
bilingualism in the PRC. It has discussed various peripheral issues in 
the hopes that readers will understand that bilingualism is not an iso- 
jated topic but part and parcel of modern China's life. Out of all these 
discussions, it is hoped that a unified picture is presented. 

Although, as stated in the beginning of this article, the findings may 
be time-boundi the preponderance of evidence is that very few major 
changes will take place in the area of bilingualism because the popu- 
larization efforts so far expended have been deliberately planned and 
carried out to effect long-term changes.

The foundation's board of direc- 
tors is dominated by the three senior 
officers of China Airliines. The air- 
jine is supposedIy publicely owtied， 
but is reportedly heavily Subsidized 
by the _ Government.

Chinese chess can be played on 
a paper or board marked with 
squares almost jlike the inter- 
national chess board except for a 
wide margin which divides the 
middle of the board. The thirty- 
two chess pieces are flat and are 
usually made of plastic or wood. 
On each piece, a Chinese character 
is marked on top to represent the 
title of the piece.Like internation- 
al chess, the pieces are in two col- 
ors and two players play the game. 
The capture of either king means 
the end of the game.

no outward symptoms NEMS 
helps counsel Chinese patients， 
mostly immigrants who do not 
know how to get adequate medi- 
cal SerVices in America due to a 
janguage barrier. 

Statistics have shown that high 
blood pressure is common among 
people living in poverty areas 
Where residents work long hours 
and have poor living conditions， 
Medical clinics in the Chinatown 
area have detected many hyper- 
tersion cases during the past few 
years. 


DAMAGE 

Julie Chan, the High Blood Pres- 
Sure 了 Project director，said that 
most of the patients do not know 
how to take the medication ，only 
taking the pills when they“feel 
Sick.”But the medicine must be 
taken at regular intervals or else 
the disease may cause heart, brain 
and kidney damage. 

NEMS does not handle any treat- 
ment. It makes referrals, helps Da- 
tients apply for Medi-Cal and gives 
classes in proper dieting and the 
hows and whys of taking medi- 
cine: This program，which is spe- 
cifically for Chinese-speaking peo- 
ple，is the only center of its kind 
in the United States.
